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NEW HOSPITAL 


Lawrence Dedicated Its Fine New Build- 
ings Yesterday Afternoon. = 
The dedication exercises. of the mag- 


which has been made possible through 
the philanthropy and generosity of the 
late Hon. William A. Russell, were 
held Thursday afternogn at. the 
model. institution which is _ sit- 
uated on Prospect street, Pros- 
pect Hill, near the head of 
Union street. The doors have been 
thrown open to the public, and untii 
9 o'clock in the evening visitors were 
received and shown through the new 
building. 

The exercises were held in -the main 
corridor, a temporary platform having 
been erected for that purpose, and they 
were attended by a gathering which 
filled every ‘available.space in the haii- 
way and adjoining rooms. The com- 
mittee of the Ladies’ Union Charitable 
society, in charge of the dedicatory 
exercises, had hoped to have with them 
the Rt. Rev. Bishop Lawrence of Bos- 
ton, but through an unfortunate mis- 
take regarding dates, he was unable 
to attend this afternoon, although up 
last minute he had 
thought that he could come here for 
the purpose of delivering the address of 
the day.~in his stead, the Rev. Dr. W. 
E. Gibbs of this city, very kindly con- 
sented to act as speaker, although the 
notice which he had was~—necessarily 
very short. The exercises were simple, 
but were full of interest and. gratifi- 
cation. 

It was about 3 o’cleck that Miss A. 

Carter, president of the _ society, 


called the gathering to order, and 
briefly introduced W. E. Parker as 
ehairman of the occasion. Mr. Parker 


made no extended remarks, but after 
a few introductory words read the fol- 
lowing letter which had been received 
from Bishop Lawrence: . 
Nov. 19, 1902. 

“It is a source of great disappoint- 
ment to me that, owing to a mistake 
of dates on my part, I am prevented 
from being with you at the’ dedication 
of the new hospital.. Apart from the 
pleasure that it would have given me, 
I shotld like to have said a few words 
of congratulation to the officers of the 
hospital as well a8 to the citizens up- 
en the completion of the new building. 

“What a contrast it is to the first 
days of the Lawrence; hospital! - One 
of my early experiences in Lawrence 
was an éffort to get a father to ser 
sick son to the hospital; he was 
brought to the“point with great diffi- 
eulty for he said: “The, hdspital is a 
place where very sick people go to die.” 
At thet—tine tits was tire feeling ~ 
many--of the poorer people. Today 
evérybody in Lawrence knows that the 
hospital is a pla¢e where sick people 
go that they may live.

gained, it is well that:the hospital 
should be placed where im «a quieter 
spot and purer atmosphere its larger 
work can be even better done. 

“What the indirect results of such a 
hospital are, few people can measure. 
Every patient who has become accus- 
tomed to the cleanliness and daintiness 
of the hospital must go back to his 
tenement or room ‘with a desire to 
make the conditions in the home more 
sweet. If a wounded man, in whom 
rests some sense of injustice against 
our present civilization or those who 
are prosperous, discovers in this sym- 
pathy and gift expressed in the hospi- 
tal that some at least of those who 
are blessed with prosperity and com- 
fort are mindful of the unfortunate, 
he must:go back to his work with a 
more charitable feeling and a more 
hopeful temper of citizenship. 

“A hospital, too, is an expression of 
the most hopeful features of these 
days—the gladness with which busy 
people of all classes, doctors, house- 
keepers, business men, ministers, and 
in fact, everybody, give-of their time, 
thought, and sympathy for the benefit 
of others: This altruism, public spirit, 
or, to call it by a better name, Chris- 
tian devotion, is found in every rank 
and in all lines of work. One of its 
most beautiful expressions is, however, 
in the work of the hospital; and amonz 
all the charitable institutions that 1 
have come in contact with, I can ‘say 
honestly that I have not found one 
wherein more personal devotion and a 
greater sense, of responsibility for the 
use of money and buildings’ were 
shown than' were shown by the man- 
agers of the Lawrence Hospital while 
I lived in Lawrence, and I have no 
doubt that this same spirit has con- 
bees in the development of the hospi- 
tal.

The loss will reach about $3000, and is 
partially covered by insurance.

It was @ 
wooden. building of modern style and 
fully equipped with everything _neces- 
sary for a riding school. It has had 
many patrons from Lawrence and sur- 
rounding towns but apparently was not 
patronized as much this fall as last.

6, 1820. After a few days’ sickness with 
lung trouble, on Wednesday morning, 
Feb. 17, 1830, at half past 4.o’clock, she 
died, aged 59 years,.8 months, 17 days. 
Friday afternoon, Feb. 19, her mortal 
remains were interred in the tomb in 
burying. ground, South Parish, Andover. 
May this affecting’ instance of God’s 
Holy Providence be sanctified to her 
‘husband and venerable father, now 
passed his 85th year,, and family con- 
nections -and numerous friends of. the 
deceased.”’ Her father, blind jin his old 
age, died in 1836, aged.91.

The 
Library safe will squeeze in the Bible, 
but_very—little -more."-The -house of 
Isaac, ‘where Washington took breakfast, 
is beyond our reach probably, but why 
not try for the little cottage home of 
Priscilla for the ten short years of her 
wedded life. It would make ideal head- 
quarters for a historical collection and a 
place of meeting for such as conducted 
business for the society. and some day 
we hope to get a legacy from somebody 
that will give us an annex to the Public 
Library that will have a hall suitable 
for large gatherings. _Nething has been 
said to the present owner of Priscilla.
